PROTECTING THE ACCUSED 
THE point which attracted immediate 
attention to the recent group of Supreme 
Court decisions on criminal law was that 
these rulings seem to extend new legal as­ 
sistance to persons accused of c r i m e s . 
However the Court has only reaffir m e d 
certain safe uarcis of the Consti t u t i 0 n. 
Som etim es we forget that one of the im­ 
portant functions of American law is the 
protection of the accused. 
That we do forget is evident from t h e 
circumstances of the rulings. In each case 
the Supreme Court decided that police or 
courts had infringed Constitutional rights 
of citizens In < ne instance it said that a 
man had been held illegally while police 
wrung a confession from him, in anot h e r 
that private property had been illegally en­ 
tered and searched, in a third that an ac­ 
cused man had not been offered the serv­ 
ices of a public defender. Such breaches of 
right as these are the methods of police I 
rule, or, paradoxically, of an ineffic i e n t 
and poorly disciplined police system. We 
do not need such methods and do not want 


the sake of brevity, these were the c o n ­ 
clusions drawn from the investigation: 
The physical defense of Washington is 
being planned by four separate a r m e d 
force organizations. The planners are men 
of vast experience and expert ability, and 
all are fully aware of the danger to the cap­ 
ital should the cold war suddenly get hot. 
Despite unification, the lack of a mas t e r 
plan which could weld all units into a quick­ 
ly effective defense force, plus the seeming 
inadequacy of liaison between units, leaves I 
the impression that a sneak blow struck at 
the capital would result in at least tempor­ 
ary military chaos.

"THIS will produce one of the greatest 
stories in years,” said Congressman John

sor in a m inisterial school, to be 
known to his students and neigh­ 
bors as author of C hristm as jin­ 
gles. C hristm as festivities w ere 
still looked upon in those days as 
m ore pagan than C hristian ( as 
told in earlier stories in 
t h i s 
series). 
H owever, the reason that 
he 
didn't claim a u t h o r s h i p 
m ay 
have been the sim ple one t h a t 
there w as no basis for it. 
De - 
scrndents of one H enry L iv in g ­ 
ston of P o u g h k e e p s i e , N. Y., 
have been endeavoring for y ears 
to prove that their ancestor, not 
Moore, was the author of 
t h e 
beloved verses. They have built 
up a case that d o e s m ake doubt 
of M oore's authorship of the jin­ 
gles as substantial as the q u e s ­ 
tion of the authorship of Shake­ 
sp e a re 's plays. 
However, regardless 
of 
t h e 
authorship, the poem has m ad e 
its 
contribution 
to 
C hristm as 
tradition in little m ore 
t h a n a 
century. That is true also of the 
now im m ortal short s t o r y by 
Charles Dickens, “ A C hristm as 
C arol." 
An English histo r i a n wrote. 
“ The forties of the Inst century 
saw C hristm as reborn in E n g ­ 
land, The first vogue of Christ­ 
m as trees was in 1841; the first 
C hristm as cards w*ere on sale—a 
thousand of th em —in 1846; 
and 
1843 saw the issue of the great­ 
est of C hristm as books, Dickens’ 
‘A C hristm as Carol.* 
“ The idea cam e to 
h i m 
in 
M anchester, and he began work 
on it during the second week of 
October. He had alw ays 
b e e n 
fond of w andering about in poor 
neighborhoods on C h r i s t m a s 
Day, w atching the dinners 
pre­ 
paring and all the bustling 
e x ­ 
citem ent. 
“ He put all that he knew 
o f 


C hristm as into his book, writing 
in a state of m ental 
incandes - 
cence. He 
w*ept 
over it, 
a n d 
laughed, and wept again 
as he 
w rote, and walked at night 
for 
fifteen or tw ent\ miles about the 
London streets thinking of h I s 
book. 
“ It w as com pleted by the end 
a few day s before Christm as. Six 
thousand copies—the compl e t c 
edition—w ere sold on the f i r s t 
d a y ." 
It is odd that the 
best-known 
C h ristm as Carol, Dickens’, is in­ 
tended to be read, not sung. For 
no other C hristm as tradition 
is 
older than caroling. The songs of 
religious joy over the birth of a 
Saviour w ere the first associa • 
tion with C h ristm as observance 
upon which the churches looked 
w ith favor. As far back as 
the 
2nd century, A. D., St. 
T e l e s - 
phorus urged his flock to s i n g 
the “ Angels’ H y m n " (Gloria in 
Excelsis Deo) on the eve of the 
day the Nativity w as observed. 
The word "c a ro l" cam e into the 
English language from Latin in 
the Middle Ages. 
The founder of the Church 
of 
E ngland. Henry VHI, gave spe­ 
cial encouragem ent to 
c a r o l - 
singing, and the custom of sing­ 
ers touring the towns 
a t 
t h e 
C h r i s t m a s season w as well­ 
established in his time. G r e a t 
com posers, such as Handel 
and 
Bach, composed C hristm as c a r­ 
ols. but simple tunes with simple 
w ords (such as tho M ohr-Gruher
